The grading of cream in Alberta to- 
day is a very sore point with about 
90 per cent of the cream shippers.

From 1915 to 1920 we have had a

for almost any knid of cream, sweet 
or sour. And just as soon as the 
cream shippers found that they could 
get Special price for sour cream many 
of them discontinued giving their 
cream much attention. : 

Now, however, things have radi- 
cally changed. The big European 
market is gone; all butter-cannot be 
sold in British Columbia; there is 
a 6 cent duty on all butter entering 
the United States, and it {fs likely 
that an additional 2 cents will be ad- 
ded in a short time. 

In order to sell our butter in the 
British Isles we must produce better 
butter. To make better butter we 
must have better cream, and the more 
sweet cream you can produce the bet: 
ter butter we will have. 

So now Special.cream must be 
sweet and the cream that is just turn- 
ing sour will grade No. 1 if it has a 
good flavor. Any other quality of 
cream will grade No. 2, unless it has 
an objectionable odor, when it will be 
graded Off Grade. 

Here are the cream standards -as 
laid down by the Alberta government: 

Special Grade—Any lot of.” sweet 
cream which is fresh and clean ‘in 
flavor and does not contain acid in ex- 
cess of 35 per cent. : 

Grade No. 1—Any lot of cream that 
is reasonably fresh and clean and 
does not contain acid in excess of 55 
per cent, 

Grade No. 2—Any lot of cream that 
does not meet the requirements of 
Grade No, 1. 

Of Grade--Any lot of cream that is 
tainted with coal oil, stinkweed, man- 
ure or any musty or any other way 
objectionable odor, 

(Heat turns your cream ‘sour, and 
the degree of sourness can be figured 
by the use of the acid test referred 
to above.) 

All govrnment graders are assumed 
to be experienced and reliable men 
and should grade absolutely according 
to the above standards. They may 
now and again make an error, and if, 
you are quite sure that you are not 
‘getting your correct grade, attach a 
note to the handle of your cream 
can the next time you-ship, and we 
will see that the grader gives your 
protest his attention. 

Attach your letter to the handle or 
the lid; if you mail it your cream will 
be through the grader's hands before 
your letter reaches the creamery.

The ‘Impress of Canada,” 


for Marine Supremacy 
: Renewed’on Pacific Ocean 


the new C.P.R. liner which opens a new era of develop- 


ment in Canada’s trans-Pacific Trade. 


HF arrival at Vancouver of the 

“Empress of Canada,” the new 
Canadian Pacific greyhound of the 
Pacific, was marked at that port as 
an event of the first importance. 
Public receptions for the great liner 
were planned and thousands of Van- 
couver's citizens took the first oppor- 
tunity of visiting the ship and mak- 
ing a thorough inspection of her 
sp'endid appointments. 

The “Empress of Canada’s” im- 
portance as a factor in Canada’s 
tvans-Pacific trade was outlined in 
a message received at Vancouver 
from D. C. Coleman, vice-president, 
(, P. R. western lines, on the day of 
her arrival. Mr. Coleman said: 

“The struggle for supremacy in 
reaborne trade was first fought out 
in the narrow waters of the Medi- 
tecranean, and around its shores and 
these of neighboring seas, arose 
great seaports, such as Smyrna, Alex- 


andria, Constantinople, Salonica, 
Venice, Genoa, Naples, and Mar- 
seilles. In the sixteenth century, 


the scene of conflict shifted to the 
Atlantic, and leadership passed in 
turn to Spain, to Holland and to 
Britain. This brought added riches 
to London, Antwerp and Hamburg,

the world to pass through the Suez 
Canal. She has accommodation for 
500 first, 100 second, and 240 third- 
clase passengers and special, care- 
fully ped quarters for 925 
Aslatics, soeele her full crew comple- 


ment is 550. She is propelled by two 
gets of Brown-Curtis .turbines, and, 
Though her estimated sea speed was 
18-19 knots, on the run round from 
the Clyde to Falmouth, she actually 
attained a maximum of 22 knots, 
She is the largest ship ever built 
at the Fairfield yards on the Clyde 
and cost about $8,500,000.

WILD LIFE TO 
een _ AGRICULTURE 


(By Norman Cridale, Treesbank, Man.,, 
'reprinted from Canadian Field Natur- 
J alist.) 


; | In: the old days, before the arrival 


of the settler, when the ‘country was 
one vast stretch of uncultivated land, 
the wild creatures roamed the plains 
and woods almost at' will, They mul- 
tiplied: or decreased according to the 
prevailing. conditions, such as- were 
brought about by the prevalence of 
food: and the presence or absence of 
natural enemies, Nature had provid- 
ed that there should be a balance in 
all things and therefore, while certain 
insects or animals might increase 
unduly for a time, they were always 
eventually reduced by other forms 
which’ ‘preyed upon them, or by. the 
meteorological conditions which pre- 
vailed.> Thus the gophers and mice 
were kept’ in check by hawks, owls, 
weasels and other predatory animals; 
while the insects were controlled by 
various parasites in conjunction with 
a host of birds which found in them a 
palatable diet. There were no violent 
changes. then, such as are brought 
about by. cultivation, and so the bal- 
ance which nature had decreed was 
maintained as it is. in all parts where 
civilized man has not set his foot. 
With the advent of civilization fol- 
lowed by cultivation, conditions . be- 
came-changed. Animals that had pre- 
viously roamed the wilds in freedom 
were unmercifully slaughtered with 
such a lack of discrimination that the 
useful frequently. suffered more even 
than,.the harmful. Hawks and owls 
were among the first to feel the per- 
secutibn, A few injurious kinds set 
the father against them all, and, as 
the useful species were much more 
numerous than the harmful the ef- 
fects were soon very striking. Ro- 
dents had previously subsisted upon 


wild plants and had found it difficult ! 


at times to find sufficient for their 
wants, but the Introduction of farming 
‘provided an unlooked-for supply. Im- 
| mediately vast stores of grain were 
made available, and consequently, as 


we: should proceed very. slowly even 
with the destruction of predatory ani- ; 
mals: until’ we can definitely ascertain. 
what their place is in; the ‘scheme of 
nature, > It may be difficult to exter 
minate but to replace is impossible. | 
The extermination of any creature 
from the world‘in which it has won a 
place’ is a responsibility which we 
should consider very seriously. 
should remémber too that conditions 
change, and ag:they do so they. alter 
the economic status of many, things £ 
animals included. 

Before we finally decide on the de- 
struction of any species we should 
remember that even predatory ani- 
mals of the worst type have thelr us- 
es and that they are at times actually 
of value in destroying some of our 
useful species... Among all creatures 
ard a certain percentage that fall sick 
and are naturally weaker than their 
healthy companions, and for this rea- 
son they are more apt to fall prey .to 
the carnivorous creatures on the look- 
out for food... The sickly grouse fly- 
ing more siowly, is caught by the 
goshawk, and unhealthy deer are more 
readily oveytaken by wolves. But in 
destroying these the predators are 
performing a useful act inasmuch as 
they are eliminating the unfit and pre- 
venting the spread of disease, Were 
there no animals to carry on this work 
it ig possible that disease would be- 
come more prevalent and for this rea- 
s0n we might actually defeat the ends 
we had in view by exterminating pre- 
datory animals, 

As we have already pointed out, 
the restriction of breeding areas by 
cultivation and grazing is a serious 
mattér, as by it our friends the birds 
are often banished while our insect 
and rodent enemies are encouraged. 
These conditions are unfortunaetly 
apt to become worse with ground-lov- 
ing birds, but with others it nged not 
jbe so; and with tree-loving species 
jat least there is no reason why the 
old balance should not be restored, To 
accomplish this every farmer should 
establish a tree belt, preferably near ; 
the farm buildings. To make the belt 


attractive to birds large trees ‘should , 


, border small ones. Deciduous trees

Thus as man adds to 
his cultivated acreage he encourages 
the insect pests by providing more 
food and additional breeding places, 
while at the same time he forces his 
bird friends to seek nesting quarters 
elsewhere. | 

Pasturing the land has also done 
much to destroy bird life, especially 
around the margins of ponds = and 
lakes. At the same time cropping the 


grass -has encouraged grasshopper. i 


Indiscriminate setting of fires has 
more still, and the burning of wood- 
lands has caused a havoc almost un- 
thinkable. Such is a summary of the 
changes which have led to our present 
trouble with insect’ and rodent pests.

We have hitherto dealt only with /é 


nature animals but in addition to 
‘those. are a number which have been 
introduced from other countries, Some 
of these, like the House Sparrow, were 
brought in purposely, others have 
availed themselves of the channels of , 
commerce. It frequently happeng that 
the imported pests are more danger- 
ous even than,the native ones, be- 
cause the latter have always been 
with us and their enemies are conse- 
quently at hand; but this is not so 
with introuduced species which have 
more often left their foes behind. 
The new pests are therefore general- 
ly unhampered by enemies and con- 
sequently spread with great rapidity. 
Several of our worst pests are exam: 
ples of this. The Hessian fly is one 
and the cabbageworm of’our gardens 
ig another. The house mouse and the 
brown rat have both been introduced, 
though in the case of these we have 
both owls and weasels to ald us .in 
keeping them in check. 

A moment's thought will show that 
the old’ conditions have passed away, 
never‘to return.

these friends are still living in reduc- 
ed numbers and with care may be in- 
duced to return. As they do, so insect 
outbreaks will grow less frequent and 
the balance will become more as it 
was before man upset It.

ALWAYS LABEL 
YOUR BOTTLES 


(By an M.D.) 


Where do you keep your household 
remedies? What sort of bottles and 
packages do they fill? Is every bottle 
labelled? 


You couldn't hire me to take medi: ' 


cine out of an unlabelled bottle, For 
twenty-five years there has been a 
rule in my office which i never viola-| 
ted. Every unlabelled bottle or pack- 
age of medicine is to be dumped into 
the sink as soon as discovered, The 
bottle should be supplied with a pro-' 
per inscription before it is filled. 

You may think this is funny. If 
you do, come down to the health de- 
partment some day and let me show 
you a few death certificates. I will 
have no trouble In convincing you 
that unlabelled bottles are danger- 
ous, 


Without a label.a bottle is like a! 


pistol. More men and women have 
been killed by pistols which they or 
Others did not know were loaded than 
have been destroyed by some wars. 

Almost every drug and remedy is in 
some degree a polson. In sufficfent 
quantities they will kill adults, Much 
smaller doses will destroy children, 

Every community shoul have a law 
against distributing samples of any 
sort of medicine or other article which 
fs capable of doing harm if taken into 
the stomach. No chance should be 
tuken of an improper use being made 
of the sample. 

In many a bathroom or medicine 
closet is a row of bottles. Sometimes 
they are labelled and sometimes not, 
The third bottle on the left is sup- 
posed to contain, let us say argyrol 
and the sixth fodine. Another has car- 
bolic acid and still, another a fluld 
of a similar color, How easy it is to 
transpose the bottles or to mistake 
one bottle for another. 


There fg a call in the middle of the 

night for this or that remedy. You 
get up in a daze, have no glasses on, 
and are really incompetent to select 
the proper bottle. No wonder mis- 
takes occur. 
_ Asperin and bichloride of mercury 
tablets may be the same color and 
the same size. How terrible it {s to 
take mercury by mistake. 


One way to guard against mistakes 
{fs to frave a needle inserted, business 
end up, in tbe cork of every bottle of 
poison. This may be an uncomfor. 
table, but it is a definite, reminder 
that the contents of the bottle are 
dangerous. , 

There are various inventions of odd- 
shaped bottles, rough or striped bot- 
tles and other devices. to give warn- 
ing through the sense of feeling that 
you are holding poison. 

But never fail to read the label. Al- 
ways make sure what the package 
contains, Make it a rule never to put 
medicine into a bottle which has on 
it the label of another article. In 
short, have the label mean exactly 
what a stranger would understand it 
to new. 

One of the habits everybody should 
form is to read the label—no matter 
whether it is medicine, external ap- 
pllances or food. The federal, state 
and municipal laws are strict as re 
gards fabeling, and if you would be 
safe, read the label! 

Know what you are taking and ne- 
ver trust to anybody's knowledge ex- 
cept your own. Many a life will be 


~|saved when labels are read and when 


labels are as they should be. 


FIND NEW LAKES 


Several hitherto unknown — lakes 
and river valleys have been discov: 
ered in Jasper Park, through the use 
of government airplanes. This work 
was undertaken by the High River 
air station, Alberta, and three exper- 
imental flights were carried out over 
the region for the purpose of explor- 
ation and reconnaissances. The Can- 
adian Air Board report states: ‘A 
flight was made on each of three suc- 
cesive days with gratifynig success 
and the posibitities of the use of alr: 
craft for exploration in mountain re- 
gions and in the administration and 
reneral maintenance ef the park sys. 
tem were .proved without a doubt." 
At the conclusion of the aperation 
Colonel Maynard Rogers, park super- 
intendent, who was taken as observer 
on each of the three flights, expres- 
sed himself as highly pleased with the 
results obtained and with the rapidity 
with which it wag possible to reach 
any part of the park as compared with 
making a similar trip by trail, In the 
seven hours’ flying over the park ke 
claimed he travelled more distance 
and inspected more country than he 
could possibly have done in «ix weeks 
or two months of hard travelling by 
trail. Col. Rogers also expressed the 
opinion that sufficient flying had been 
done to demonstrate the absolute ne- 
cessity of having machines — at 
Jasper Park to continue this explora- 
tion reconnaissance work, as well as 
for the purpose of forest fire protec- 
tion,
